steps through the trees, when he told 
her to.go ahead of him on some pre- 
text, nnd'holding his shotgun close 
to the back of his wire's 
head

Bred. 


The skull was shattered and Mrs. 


Taylor fell without h word, her bus- 
band said. • Taylor declared that he 
tired only one shot, and that he did 
not club his wife over the head after 
she. tell. -The fact':that the entire 
back of the woman's head was miss- 
Ing when thp body was discovered 
had led the authorities to believe that 
the skull must have been beaten away 
by some heavy-Instrument.

Immediately he saw his wire was 


dead, Taylor said he set about hiding 
the body.

ARTIFICIAL EYES, 


The Art of Making Them Resem- 


ble Their Human Patterns. 


I 


HATCH IN SHAPE AND COLORi 


They Fit the Eye Socket Perfectly and 


May Even Be Worn During Sleeping 
Hour*—Made of Glass, For Which 
No Substitute Has Yet Been Found. 


Germany leads all other countries in 


tho manufacture of artificial 
eyes. 


The American consul general at Co- 
burg relates that probably ever elnce 
tho beginning of ll>c world civilized 
people have endeavored to hide or 
remedy any flaw in their appearance, 
lueb aa tho loss of an eye would 
cause. Hoiv this was done by tho va- 
rious nations It Is hard to say. 
Up to 


the present time no discoveries, have 
been made that would offer enlighten- 
ment on this subject There are, It la 
true, a few unauthentlcated accounts 
BS far back as the middle ages, but 
tho first reliable .report Is'given by the 
French surgeon Ainbroise Pare in 15CO. 


Two kinds'-o£., artificial 'eyes were 


known to him. .tho -ekblepharos and 
the bypoblepharos. The1 ekblepharos 
was made by painting the eye and all 
surrounding parts as far as the brows 
en a plate, which was placed In front 
of the eye socket nnd held In position 
by n string tied over the head. Tho 
bypoblepliaros' was usud In a manner 
ilmllar to that of tnduy. bring put he- 
hind the eyelid. In Hie eye socket It- 
self, and ivus i-umiHwd «f a metal 
shell of i-o|i|ier, sliver or told, covered 
.with enamel and plnw> fusions. 


It ivas oLly at iln- Hint- of tbe eight- 


eenth century ilmt ihi-se urlllk-lal eyes 
renlly bcramc of pnicl.lial use. II being 
then found possible ici d" uway with 
(he muni shell ultogi-llier. and employ 
enamel and pluss. The material, used 
,was u snf! IcMd Kluss. unslly shaped, 
but also easily destructible, and an 
eye bad to be renewed every three or 


• four months .to prevent the socket 
from becoming affected/ 
• 


• It Is known Ibut In the middle of the 
'nineteenth century eyes were made by 


cnamclers lo Dresden, Prague, London 
and Stockholm, and In Thurlngla. The 
Thurlnglau makers were not enamel- 
ers, but glossblowers working in con- 
nection with the porcelain painting In- 
dustry, whoso eiidless and untiring 
experiment' resulted In the discovery 
of nn l3eaVmatcrlal, cryolite glass, the 
"use of which led to:n new technique 
In eye manufacture. Moreover, there 
can now be produced all tho charac- 
teristics of the human eye which, had 
been possible in enamel work. The 
new prosthetic eye received the name 
"reform eye." To be of value, how- 
ever, It must be made to exactly fit 
the eye socket.. 


Today it Is possible to give to the re 


form eye any form and color desired, 
and In most cases It can be even worn 
nt night, thereby preventing the Ud 
from sinking into the socket and the 
lashes from sticking, together. 
At 


• times attempts have been made to re- 


place the.breakable glass by vulcanite 
or celluloid, but such efforts havo long, 
Elnce been given.up as useless.- '• 


• in 1852 the method used In France 
for making eyes, was as'follows: On 
the broadly pressed eud of a small,' 
colorless, transparent rod of enamel 
the pupil was flrst made, and the Iris 
Vaa then formed on this by means of 
a small, thin pointed, colored enameled 
rod, the designing of .the Iris being 
made 'possible by melting the point of 
this rod.' 


In Paris tho good eyes are now so 


made. A glass tube, closed at ono end 
and of'the color of the sclerotic, Is 
next blown Into the form of an oval, 
and In the middle of this a hole .Is 
melted, the edges of which are round- 
ed off evenly and pressed a little ont- 
"ward. The iris is then placed In this 
opening and well melted in. 
A. thick 


/coating of glass remains behind. The 


eye Is rounded off, tho projecting rim 
of tha'white coat Is smoothed with a 
mefal rod! and this coat Is thereby 
joined to the sclerotic. By means of a 
thin, pointed red rod the blood vessels 
to be seen on the hard coat of the 
human eye are then melted In. The 
superfluous back part of the eyeball Is 
melted off, thereby 'giving to the eye 
the desired form. The eye Is finally 
placed on hot sand, where It becomes 
gradually copied otf.

Glass ayes are made In quite a dif- 


ferent manner brLauscha, the center 
of this Industry In Germany, where 
their manufacture Is altogether 
a 


house Industry. The eyes are usually 
InaJo by one member of a family, and 
the art Is handed down from one gen- 
eration to another. 
A gas flame Is 


used for melting the glass. A small 
drop of white glass Is put on the white 
blown bail from which the sclerotic Is 
to be made nnd Is then blown so as to 
make a circle about eight millimeters 
(0.315 Inch) In diameter. On this cir- 
cle the structure of the Iris Is built by 
jnejns^f. variously colored glass rods. 
&' drop of black glass makes the puplL 
Over the finished iris crystal glass Is 
melted In order to Imitate the cornea. 
Tho further manufacture is similar to 
that given In the flrst description.

mo habitation are: On tbe way oppo- 
site you a Btcamer-like berth covered 
with Ekins-ih'e sleeping quarters of 
tbe family; underneath, or in front, bit 
one or two women, busily sewing; to 
tho right, a man making hunting gear. 
Never will you Uud an Eskimo family 
Idle. 
All occupants are naked to the 


waist, sometime* only covered with 
a loin cloth. Along the wall on either 
side burn several temps. These lamps 
are shallow soapstone basins tilled

"King Lear," though, of course, the 
task of naming the real authors Is nn 
impossible one.—Xew York American.
